Citizens Advice Bureau overwhelmed by calls for help 


FINANCE experts are see¬ 
ing a sharp rise in the num¬ 
ber of worried householders 
seeking debt advice as a 
result of higher bills and spi¬ 
ralling interest rates. 

Citizens Advice Bureau said it’s 
starting to feel the force of the credit 
crunch with a record number of resi¬ 
dents in Maidstone coming through 
its doors - which it has not seen since 
the recession of the early 1990s. 

Specialist money advisor Rose 
Lovell, who works for Maidstone CAB

on Tonbridge Road, said even though 
they are only in the first financial 
week of 2008 there are already signs 
of an increase in people struggling to 
pay their bills. 

As a result they have taken on 
another money advisor to meet the 
demand. 

Ms Lovell said: “Last year we had 
369 clients whose debts amounted to 
more than £7 million, 138 people 


spoke to our specialist money depart¬ 
ment, who had a total of 997 creditors 
and debts amounting to more than £3 
million between them - we are expect¬ 
ing this figure to rise this year.” 

The advisory organisation was so 
busy last year that it was unable to 
offer appointments to more than 200 
customers because “there just weren’t 
enough hours in the day”. 

Ms Lovell said: “This rise is some¬ 
thing we would have expected to see 
ten years ago as we saw a lot of people 
with priority debt - mortgages and 
council tax etc, as we were coming out

TRAFFIC issues, parking 
and policing were the main 
concerns brought up by resi¬ 
dents at a public meeting 
ahead of Radio l’s Big 
Weekend. 

The session at Maidstone Grammar 
School on Monday night, gave 350 peo¬ 
ple living near Mote Park the chance 
to express their fears to representa¬ 
tives from the police, Radio 1 and 
Maidstone council about the event. 

The Big Weekend is the largest free 
ticketed music festival to be held in 
the UK and will be held on May 10 
and 11, attracting 20,000 people a day 
to the park. 

Superintendent Ian Hall, the opera¬ 
tions commander for the event, said: 
“Most issues have been about parking, 
noise and anti-social behaviour, but 
having 20,000 people in the park 
across the road does not mean there is 
going to be disaster.” 

Police will be heavily patrolling the 
park, the surrounding area and deal¬ 
ing with traffic issues. 

Mote Avenue, Birch Tree Way, Elm 
Grove, Lower Road, Greenside and 
Willow Way will be closed over the 
weekend and Square Hill Road will be 
partially shut. 

Ashford Road, Hastings Road, 
Upper Road, West Park Road, Park 
Way and Willington Street will all 


have temporary ‘no parking’ restric¬ 
tions. 

Teresa Pain, 47, of Blythe Road in 
Maidstone, said: “I live about as close 
as you can get to Mote Park so my 
main concern is the level of noise and 
light. I’m in two minds whether to 
stay and guard the place or escape. 

“I do support the event, it has to 
happen somewhere, but I want to 
make sure they have thought about 
residents.” 

Another resident, whose garden 
backs on to the park, said: “If I don’t 
get a ticket and I have to sit in my 
back garden and listen to it, and all 


those people enjoying themselves, I 
will be gutted.” 

The council is working with the 
BBC and SJM Concerts to ensure 
sound levels are acceptable. 
Construction work will begin at Mote 
Park from April 28 until May 18. 

During this time the skate park, 
main car park and Mote Adventure 
Zone will be closed but Maidstone 
Leisure Centre will give free access to 
its Polar Adventure, Ice Hills and car 
park facilities.

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Con artist stole cash

A WOMAN believed to have conned 
more than £60,000 out of an 80- 
year-old stroke victim has admitted 
numerous theft charges. 

Sandra Rowe, 52, of Cumberland 
Avenue, pleaded guilty at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Monday 
last week to 26 counts of theft 
amounting to £25,000, which could 
land her two years behind bars. 

There are 189 more withdrawals 
also in question. Rowe was released 
on bail until sentencing on May 27. 


Ton of seed cake to 
celebrate 50 years 

A CAKE weighing a record-break¬ 
ing ton is being cooked up at a 
wildlife centre as part of its 50th 
anniversary celebrations. 

Kent Wildlife Trust is attempting 
to make the largest ever bird seed 
cake to set a new Guinness World 
Record at its headquarters at 
Tyland Barn in Sandling on 
Tuesday. 

It will be made by eight staff from 
400kg of bird seed, 400kg of melted 
lard and 200kg of flour. 


Almost £150,000 in 
council tax not paid 

MAIDSTONE council gave up chas¬ 
ing £148,000 unpaid council tax last 
year, official figures have shown. 

The Department for Communities 
and Local Government this week 
confirmed the amount owed which 
the council wrote off last year. 

A council spokeswoman said: “We 
only write off council tax debt as a 
very last resort after all other 
options have been exhausted. Last 
year we wrote off less than a quarter 
of a per cent of council tax.”

Rural residents 
who live with the 
worst cuts in UK

A VILLAGE singled out as suffer¬ 
ing the most cuts in key services in 
the country was once a thriving cen¬ 
tre of rural life, according to fami¬ 
lies living there. 

Wrotham has 300 residents but only one shop 
after consecutive years of cutbacks to vital 
amenities. 

Two years ago the local post office closed - 
forcing pensioners to make a 20-minute trek to 
neighbouring Borough Green. 

And in the last decade the village has lost two 
banks, two greengrocers, two butchers and a 
bakery. 

A government-commissioned study by Oxford 
University this week found Wrotham has suf¬ 
fered the greatest loss of services in the UK 
since 2004 - making it the most excluded com¬ 
munity in the South East. 

Barmaid Tina Hitchcock, 35, works at the 
George and Dragon pub in the centre of the 
village. 

She said: “It’s hardly a surprise - I’ve lived 


here for 20 years and in just that space of time 
we have so many businesses move out of the 
village. 

“Now we have to travel 20 minutes if we need 
anything. It’s okay for the younger people but 
for the elderly it is a real ordeal. 

‘When the post office closed it made life very 
difficult for everyone.” 

College lecturer Graham Davison, 60, said 
parish councillors are fighting a losing battle 
against government policy-makers. 

He said: “There has been quite an organised 
resistance to all the cuts, but sadly those con¬ 
cerns are not being listened to. 

“The last four years have been particularly 
bad.” 


Despite its setbacks the traditional village 
has a proud heritage. 

The first-ever recorded century was scored at 
Wrotham’s cricket ground, and the village 
proudly claims to have the first church to be 
named after England’s patron saint, St George. 

Mrs Hitchcock added: “It is a lovely old place 
with a lot of charm and character. 

“The Queen used to come here quite often as 
one of her close friends lived just outside the vil¬ 
lage. It used to be very hush hush, though.” 

The Oxford University report found national¬ 
ly that nearly half of all rural communities 
have seen the loss of key services in the past 
four years and were declining “at their fastest 
rate ever”. 


Ward shuts by 
vomiting virus 

AN OUTBREAK of the winter vomiting 
disease has closed five hospital wards. 

Norovirus has infected four patients at 
Maidstone Hospital, shutting two wards 
to new admissions. 

At Kent and Sussex Hospital in 
Tunbridge Wells five patients came down 
with the disease - closing three wards. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust urged peo¬ 
ple with Norovirus symptoms - vomiting 
and diarrhoea - not to visit loved ones in 
hospital as they could catch the virus. 

He said people will generally get over 
the symptoms within three days. 

The wards will reopen to new admis¬ 
sions once the last patient with the virus 
has been free of symptoms for 72 hours. 

Norovirus is spread through contact 
with an infected person, and contami¬ 
nated surfaces, objects, food or water.

of a recession. Then it started to 
dwindle, but now we’re seeing a 
sharp increase again.” 

Experts say residents feeling the 
pinch have a number of alterna¬ 
tives to help keep their outgoings 
at a minimum, including schemes 
set up by the council which could 
provide much needed financial 
assistance. 

Ms Lovell said: “The council 
already does a lot to help people 
struggling to pay their council tax 
through payment schemes and ini¬ 
tiatives for single adult households, 
which a lot of people don’t know 
about - there are government 
guidelines which have to be fol¬ 
lowed or how will they pay for the 
services residents want?” 

Maidstone Green Party represen¬ 
tative Stuart Jeffery said: “To save 
money people can consume less 
and share more, buy locally pro¬ 
duced food, using public transport, 
cycling and walking can all help 
too. But the two easiest things that 
can make a big impact are cutting 
down on meat and insulating your 
home.”

Freight depot is 
'unacceptable' 
say 86 per cent 


A CONTROVERSIAL bid to build a 
huge freight depot in a scenic village 
has been slammed by residents. 

The Kent International Gateway 
road-rail interchange in Bearsted 
was branded “unacceptable” by 86 
per cent of people living in 
Maidstone in a new survey carried 
out by Local Opinion. 

Seventy-nine per cent of those 
against the depot, which would be 
the size of 100 football pitches in 
open countryside, said it would ruin 
Bearsted’s environment. 

And 76 per cent felt that if built, the 
depot would result in unacceptable 
levels of fight and noise pollution. 

A planning application for the 112 
hectare depot running from junction 
seven to junction eight of the M20 
was lodged last October, which 
Maidstone council is still considering. 

If permission is granted the quiet 
village of Bearsted would become a 


major destination for lorries heading 
for the Continent to load freight on 
to trains using Kent’s high-speed 
rail finks. 

The survey, carried out by the inde¬ 
pendent opinion poll company, also 
revealed that 70 per cent of 293 resi¬ 
dents quizzed felt they were not 
being reliably informed of the full 
details of the AXA Group’s proposals, 
which they see as the council’s duty. 

A council spokeswoman said: “We 
have received more than 2,500 rep¬ 
resentations on the application and 
will consider all comments right up 
until the application is decided.”

Post office relocation 
sparks safety fears

A DECISION to move a village post 
office to a petrol station shop has 
been criticised - as young mums 
and pensioners will have to cross a 
busy road to get to it. 

Yourmaidstone has uncovered that Aylesford 
Post Office will be relocated from the high 
street to the Texaco garage in Forstal Road. 

The move has been branded “highly inappro¬ 
priate” by the parish council and residents. 

The new post office, which will open on 
Monday, April 28, will mean elderly residents 
and families with small children will have to 
cross the main road and dodge HGVs which use 
the garage to fill up with diesel each day. 

Parish councillor David Smith said: “Just 
imagine a young mother with a child pushing a 
pram trying to cross the road, let alone make 
their way across the forecourt. This applies to 
elderly and able-bodied residents too. 

“This is a very busy and dangerous area with 
many hazards to motorists and people, with the 
risk of oil and petroleum spillages, which could 
cause people to slip and the slightest spark - 
well I’ll leave that to your imagination.” 

The parish council says the garage lacks safe 
pedestrian access, has no disabled access, just 
one footpath on the opposite side of the road 
and no car parking facilities. 

This relocation comes as another blow to vil¬ 
lagers following the closure of the Greenacres 


post office two years ago. The decision to close 
the high street branch was announced in 
February. 

Cllr Smith said: “Tonbridge and Mailing 
council, and Aylesford parish council, express 
their concerns of safety to the public in access¬ 
ing this new location of the post office. We invite 
Kent County Council to look at the safety 
aspects. We also feel that the Post Office should 
provide for the cost of disabled amenities and 


safety measures. 

Councillors have asked the Post Office to con¬ 
sider reopening the Greenacres branch, or to 
place a post office near the original site or by 
the Royal British Legion Village building. 

Council chiefs stressed they are grateful to 
the Post Office for relocating the post office 
branch instead of simply closing it complete¬ 
ly, but they feel the petrol station is not a suit¬ 
able site.

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Lecturer off to help 
save lions in Africa 

A LECTURER from Hadlow College will fly 
out to Africa this month to stop Hons being 
hunted to the brink of extinction in the country 
of his birth. 

Manando Mvula is about to embark on a five 
month programme with the African Lion 
Working Group in South Luangwa National 
Park, Zambia. He will also develop a trophy 
selection program to help stamp out hunting in 
conjunction with Zambia Wildlife Authority. 

He said: “The general African lion population 
is dwindling and there is need to investigate 
and address the issue for the sake of lion and 
other wildlife conservation.” 

The 39-year-old will also help build an ante¬ 
natal clinic under an initiative called the High 
Five Club, fronted by himself and his wife. 

The clinic will be built in the Luangwa Valley 
in Zambia, thanks to £2,500 which was part- 
funded by Hadlow College, Eastbourne College 
and Mr Mvula’s friends. 

Mr Mvula came to the UK from Zambia in 
1998 to study for a masters degree in conserva¬ 
tion tourism management. He lectures in 
wildlife conservation and animal management, 
animal/human conflict resolution, and wildlife 
rehabilitation at Hadlow College.

QCan you tell us about your role in Kent?

It’s on 
a totally inappropriate scale, in totally the 
wrong place, and the noise, air and light pollu¬ 
tion it would generate - let alone its impact on 
overall carbon emissions when so many people 
are now becoming so aware of the need to cut 
the use of fossil fuels - are just unacceptable. 

It’s right on the boundary of the Kent Downs 
Area of Outstanding National Beauty - a 
nationally important asset which deserves the 
highest levels of protection. 

CPRE Kent will do all it can to oppose this.

A The historical buildings, parks and river are 
lovely, and I don’t think nearly enough is 
made of them.

Rural policing now a 
priority says top cop

THE county’s police chief has 
vowed to ease the fears of those 
living in rural areas amid claims 
they feel “isolated” by lack of ade¬ 
quate policing. 

Kent’s chief constable Michael Fuller pledged 
to ensure rural policing was a priority for the 
force at a special conference staged last week 
dedicated to the issue. 

Joined by a panel of experts, the event at the 
Ashford International Hotel was designed to 
give local groups from across the county the 
chance to speak face-to-face with police officers 
and address their concerns. 

Mr Fuller said: “We have made a big commit¬ 
ment to policing in rural communities. We want 
people in the country to feel they are getting the 
same level of policing as those in the urban areas. 

Isolated 

“I understand people [who live] in the coun¬ 
try may feel isolated at times. One of our aims 
is to deal with that feeling of isolation. 

“Every neighbourhood is going to have a 
named point of contact, whether that is a police 
officer or a PCSO or community warden. They 
can speak to them if they have a problem that 
is affecting their quality of life in the area.” 

But Mr Fuller said he recognised the force 
needs to improve the quality of service that it 
gives the public in general. 

He said: “There are ways that we know we 
can improve. Communication with the public is 
very important. People who ring us with a 
problem need to be kept updated with how our 
investigations are going.” 

He also said the victims of crime need to 
be supported more by the police. 

The conference was chaired by Ann Barnes 
of the Kent Police Authority who said the con¬ 
ference allowed those living in the country to 
engage with the force. 


She said: “I have a vested interest myself 
because I come from a rural community, the 
Elham Valley. 

“We have different policing issues com¬ 
pared to people in the towns. From the police 
authority’s point of view it is important to 
ensure that the taxpayers of Kent are getting 
value for money.” 

However, Mrs Barnes said that often the 
police were blamed for problems that were not 
their responsibility. 

She said: “Many of the issues are ones 
we have everywhere. 

“Things like rubbish, graffiti and anti-social 


behaviour. These are really community 
issues.” She also admitted police resources 
were limited, saying: ‘We only have a certain 
amount of money and that does get spread 
quite thinly at times. 

‘We need to make sure the police’s priorities 
are local people’s priorities as well. We can’t do 
things for all people all the time, we just do not 
have the resources. 

“The message that’s really coming out of this 
conference is that we all have to work togeth¬ 
er, the police, councils, the community - we 
have to combine to make life a little bit better 
in our local communities.” 


Company snaps 
up green award 

A GREEN renewable energy firm has won 
the top prize of £20,000 after winning this 
year’s Kent Innovation Challenge. 

The competition is an annual hunt for 
the county’s brightest entrepreneurs and 
most innovative businesses, and is sup¬ 
ported by KOS Media - publishers of this 
newspaper. 

This year’s winner was Canterbury- 
based firm Oil Drum Limited - which won 
the gong through its use of a complex 
process which increases fuel efficiency in 
commercial vehicles while simultaneously 
reducing the level of gas emissions from 
the engines. 

Formed in 2006 by Darryl Watts, it won 
£20,000 in cash, free rent for a one year at 
the Canterbury Enterprise Hub, free busi¬ 
ness and banking support from NatWest 
for 18 months, up to ten days free business 
mentoring from Business Link Kent, plus 
£5,000 of legal support and the production 
of a corporate video. 

David Butler, director of Canterbury 
Enterprise Hub, said: “The team at Oil 
Drum Limited is a dynamic example of 
how entrepreneurs can use innovative 
ideas for the benefit of the environment - 
they well and truly deserve this award.” 

Plastic is major cause 
of coastal litter issues 

THE amount of rubbish being dumped on 
the county’s coastline is hitting record lev¬ 
els, according to a new report. 

Tlie Marine Conservation Society’s 2007 
Beachwatch survey revealed that nation¬ 
wide plastic litter left discarded on beaches 
has increased by 126 per cent since the sur¬ 
vey began in 1994. 

And chief among the debris are plastic 
bags, plastic drinks bottles and plastic- 
based cigarette butts; all of which pose a 
threat to both the environment and sealife. 

Emma Snowden, MCS litter projects co¬ 
ordinator, said: “The plastic litter problem 
needs to be tackled at all levels, from grass¬ 
roots through to Government, while industry 
and retail sectors must acknowledge the need 
to reduce plastic bag use and packaging.” 

The survey is based on data collected by 
almost 4,000 volunteers on 354 beaches up 
and down the country.

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Home and work is where 
war on superbugs begins

WITH a growing number of people 
carrying MRSA on their skin and 
the threat of more virulent strains 
arriving from the US more focus 
needs to be put on hygiene in 
homes and workplaces, experts 
have warned. 

The Government’s ‘deep cleaning’ programme 
will not help tackle superbugs alone - to get 
MRSA under control the killer infection must be 
stopped in the community and people’s homes, 
according to a professor at the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. 

KOS Media’s campaign to improve and raise 
awareness about hand hygiene in Kent homes 
and workplaces, as well as in hospitals and 
healthcare centres, is backed-up by the report. 

The award-winning publishers have been 
working alongside the NHS in the county to 
help in the fight against superbugs after 90 
patients in west Kent died from Clostridium 
difficile during one of the worst outbreaks of 
the infectious diarrhoea bug in the country. 

Measures 

Professor Sally Bloomfield said: “This is not 
about shifting blame. Hospitals are now 
diverting huge resources towards controlling 
these infections, which they would prefer to 
spend on delivering the level of healthcare 
which we now all expect. 

“But it is important to stress that controlling 
MRSA is not about obsessive ‘deep cleaning’ of 
our homes. It is about applying simple hygiene 
measures.” 

She said the “key super highways” for the 
spread of MRSA are the hands, as well as sur¬ 
faces that come into contact with our hands, 
cleaning cloths and other utensils. 

Regular hand washing or using alcohol gel 
and disinfecting areas such as door handles, 
taps, telephones and computer keyboards is 
essential, she said.

Currently around two per cent of people 
carry MRSA on their skin and Ms Bloomfield 
said this figure was increasing. 

In America a new strain of community-asso¬ 
ciated MRSA is proving a big challenge 
because it is harder to treat and as its name 
suggests, is affecting people outside of health¬ 
care environments. 

This strain is not yet common in the UK, but 
could be the next challenge to face the NHS 
after a more severe strain of C diff crossed the 
Atlantic in 2004. 

Dr James Nash, a consultant microbiologist 
and director of infection control and preven¬ 
tion for East Kent NHS Hospitals Trust, 
agreed that more focus is needed to improve 
hygiene in the home - particularly getting 
people to wash their hands after using the toi¬ 
let and before eating. 

But he said homes in the UK were not yet a 
significant source of MRSA, although that 
could change in the future if the American 
strains become more prevalent. 

Ms Bloomfield suggests that family 
members should not share towels and 
face cloths. 

Mr Nash said: “One has to strike a balance 
and I think it is impractical to expect that we 
can protect ourselves from exposure to bacte¬ 
ria carried by our partners.” 

Asked whether similar attention to home 
hygiene would help tackle C diff, an infection 
where exposure to antibiotics is the major risk 
factor, he said: “Yes, but nevertheless it is an 
infection that spreads when the environment

becomes contaminated and when contacts of 
patients fail to protect themselves and others 
by hand washing.” 

Ms Bloomfield added: “If we can reduce the 
number of people carrying MRSA as part of 
their normal body flora, we can limit the 
number of ‘carriers’ entering hospital as 
patients [or visitors] - who then either get 
an MRSA infection themselves or pass it on 
to other patients.” 

The London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine is part of the University of London 
and is internationally recognised as a centre of 
excellence in public health.

“She was 13 when the tumour started and 
had a major fit due to it and the severity of 
the cancer gave her only months to live. She 
chose to fight and has done so for five years.” 

Nicole added: “They are all charities that 
helped me. I want to give something back.” 

More rail users hop 
on board for Europe 

EUROSTAR has reported a big increase in 
passengers since the opening of the new 
Ebbsfleet International Station. 

But bosses have refused to reveal figures 
for the number of passengers using its 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford stations. 

The Channel Tunnel rail operator has 
reported a 25 per cent increase in revenue in 
the first quarter of 2008, with passengers up 
21 per cent. 

The company took nearly £180 million in 
tickets between January and March this 
year, with 2.17m passengers using the serv¬ 
ice in that time. 

This follows the opening of St Pancras 
International and Ebbsfleet International 
stations in November.

The findings are from an Office for National 
Statistics survey called “social trends”. It says 
the benefits of higher earnings, loads of con¬ 
sumer goods on offer and travel opportunities 
are not all they are cracked up to be. Instead 
they are offset by a number of more gloomy 
facts. 

The collapse of marriage, drinking habits 
and rising fear of crime are three of the rea¬ 
sons the UK is not such a happy place as it 
once was. And money obviously does not buy 


happiness - wealth calculated on a home by 
home basis has doubled since 1987. 

Illnesses are more easily treated and life 
expectancy has increased drastically. 

The amount spent on foreign holidays and 
travel has increased by eight times in real 
terms since the early 1970s. 

The same increase has been recorded in 
spending on leisure activities including sport, 
cinema and theatre. So why are we all so 
gloomy - is it just the British psyche? 

I think it is, our consumer-driven way of life 
means people are quick to find fault and moan 
about things being less than perfect. 

And that happens in a society where the self 
is one’s primary concern. 

One thing people complain about is poor 
service in stores, restaurants, bars, cafes etc. 

And it’s easy to do - no one wants to spend 
cash to be greeted with surly expressions and 
indifferent attitudes. 

But look at it from the other side of the 
counter. The yoof - or middle aged person for 
that matter - has just the same attitude as the 


customer - they matter most. 

So an interruption in the form of a request 
for service is a major annoyance - and they 
just want the person in front of them to go 
away. It’s the same in reverse - again. The cus¬ 
tomer wants immaculate service and no back 
chat. The other person does not exist in either 
case except as an irritant. 

It’s a feeling that persists across British soci¬ 
ety in every walk of life. No one wants to real¬ 
ly appreciate what is felt by anyone apart from 
themselves and their friends. 

So that’s one reason why we are all so 
gloomy - frustration with the fact that anyone 
else has breathing space. Then there is cash - 
however much we’ve got we want more. 

Really it boils down to two things - other peo¬ 
ple are annoying and nothing is too good for me. 
So how about a little politeness and respect for 
others, and appreciation of what we have all got.

Old Possum’s Book of Practical 
Cats was a favourite book of Lloyd 
Webber’s as a child and he began 
writing the musical in 1977, original¬ 
ly envisaging it as a concert antholo¬ 
gy. But when TS Eliot’s wife showed 
him unpublished poems that sug¬ 
gested a more defined storyline, he 
enlisted the help of Trevor Nunn and 
they set about creating the musical. 

As he was used to writing the 
music first, to which lyrics were then 


set, Lloyd Webber was keen to see if 
he could work the other way round 
and write music for existing lyrics. 
Judging by the quality of the finished 
songs, it seems to have been a 
resounding success. 

Since its London opening in 1981, 
Cats has been translated into 10 lan¬ 
guages but the original English title 
has rarely been changed.

A MUSHROOM farm may not be 
the first place you think of as a 
potential dream factory for some of 
the freshest musical talent. 

But lurking among a number of units on the 
site of the fungi firm in Bitting - between 
Ashford and Canterbury - is Diverse Music; a 
music studio offering the chance for musicians 
and performers to lay down the tracks they 
hope will catapult them to stardom. 

The company, set up in 2003 by Malissa 
Whitehouse and Tony Mathew, has supported 
a long list of successful artists and boasts a 
recording studio facility. Its creators have 
worked with a number of top names - such as 
Kylie Minogue and Jamelia - and have been 
in the business for years. 

Malissa said: “By setting up in Kent we’re 
giving local people the chance to improve their 
skill, whether they’re a musician or singer, and 
give them an outlet so they can come and 
record. 

“Before we moved here Tony and I were 
working on a number of freelance projects and 
thought it would be great to have our own 
facility in Kent, especially with all the activity 
here. Since we’ve done that it’s become a hub 
for musicians and we’ve attracted many good 
new bands and artists. Some of them are now 
going forward to talk to record companies.” 

As well as providing guidance and facilities 
for up and coming artists, the team at Diverse 
Music also has plans for open audition ses¬ 
sions later in the year. 

Malissa said: “They will be carried out over a 
few days and we’ll whittle it down to a select-

ed few who can then feature on some of the big 
productions that we do.” 

A music boot camp is also being set up for 
the summer months, where local talent can 
develop their skills with the help of the pro¬ 
duction team. 

Sessions 

Along with plans for the future, the team 
have continued with a popular feature called 
Pop Sessions, which initially helped fund the 
company. Especially popular with hen and 
stag parties, the service allows people to gain 
access to a top London studio and record a 
song of their choice. 

Among the many up and coming artists 
working with the Diverse Music team, is the 
already popular boy band Frixion who have 
just been signed by management production 
company Famecity. 

Made up of Birmingham lads Dave Stanton, 
22, Neil Painter, 22, and Johnny Wright, 21, 
their music incorporates pop and R&B. 


Frixion have been spending time at the stu¬ 
dio recording their single Kinda Strange, writ¬ 
ten by Malissa and produced by Tony. 

Dave said: “We’ve been going for seven years 
and had interest from people who’ve sold mil¬ 
lions of records. 

‘We’ve been offered deals that just haven’t 
suited us or worked out so we’re pleased we 
are where we are now, doing what we love.” 

Neil said: “The path we’ve chosen has led us 
to where we are and we appreciate what we 
have now because of what we’ve been through. 

We’ve had good times and bad, which is 
actually a good thing because we can draw 
from our experiences.” 

Johnny said: We’re trying a lot of different 


sounds at the moment but our hearts are real¬ 
ly into R&B and pop. 

“People are crying out for a UK R&B act. If 
you look at the charts it’s all been American 
artists so it’s good to be doing this in the UK” 

Malissa and Tony have been working closely 
with the band who they believe will go far. 

As well as R&B and pop, the company 
invites all types of artist to come in and see 
them. Malissa said: “Most production compa¬ 
nies specialise in just pop or rock but we’re 
very diverse, hence Diverse Music, so anyone 
who thinks they have talent should contact 
us.”

Mick shines a 
light on nerves

HE has performed in front of 
stadium-sized crowds for decades, 
and met the Queen, so it seems 
unlikely that nerves would affect 
Sir Mick Jagger. 

Yet the 64-year-old rock star admits that 
shooting the Martin Scorsese-directed concert 
documentary Shine A Light made him slightly 
anxious. 

“Shooting this movie was quite nerve- 
wracking in some ways for us, and in other 
ways it was fantastically enjoyable,” says the 
Rolling Stones frontman, who grew up in 
Dartford. 

“It was quite a challenge. It was great fun, 
but it was a great challenge for everyone, both 
on the night and after it. It took us two days to 
shoot the picture, but we’ve spent four days 
doing the premieres and promotions. It’s taken 
us twice as long doing that. 

‘You always see things as great fun, but 
they’re also challenges, doing things that are 
slightly different from what you do normally.” 

Mick and band members Keith Richards, 
Ronnie Wood and Charlie Watts hardly 
needed to boost their career. The Rolling 
Stones have amassed 32 UK and US top 10 
singles, sold more than 200 million albums 
worldwide, and are, arguably, the greatest 
rock and roll band in the world. 

Featuring guest appearances by Christina 
Aguilera, Jack White and blues guitarist Buddy 
Guy, Shine A Light was shot at the intimate 
Beacon Theatre in New York during the band’s 
A Bigger Bang tour - recorded as the highest 
grossing tour of all time - in 2006, though Mick 
reveals this wasn’t his initial plan. 

“At the beginning, I was thinking we would 
be doing some kind of film of this tom’. And 
because we were doing this big concert in Rio 
de Janeiro on the beach, I started thinking it

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was going to be different than the normal 
concert,” he explains. 

“It was going to be a big event, a million 
people on the beach, a huge audience, a big 
occasion. There was going to be a lot of 
material in there to shoot. We even did a 
budget for that.” 

Eventually, the Oscar-winning Departed 
director, affectionately referred to as Marty, 
persuaded him otherwise. 

“Marty said he really wanted to shoot 
something more intimate. So we’d come 
around completely - I’d gone from a million 
people, and he’d gone to something small,” 
Mick continues, taking a sip of water. 

The twice-married singer adds: “Marty didn’t 
want to do it with big stages, because you’re quite 
removed from a more intimate relationship 
between the audience and the performers. He 
felt that you don’t really see much in the 
relationships in a big movie like that.

“Also, he wanted to be in a very confined 
space with a lot of cameras and a lot of 
different angles, which gives more control 
than being in a very large space. 

“We also talked about shooting in 3D, and 
shooting in Imax, because it was such a big 
event,” Mick recalls. “I was focused on this 
because I thought it was different. Marty 
seemed very excited by this idea.” 

Eventually, the pair decided to shoot in Imax, 
to enhance the cinematic experience for fans. 

“The funny thing is that Marty, after looking 
at all the options, decided he wanted to make 
this small, intimate movie and I said, ‘Well, the 
laugh is that, in the end, it’s going to be blown 
up to this huge Imax thing, so the intimate 
moment is shown in Imax’. We got both so 
we’re happy with that.”

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Eco-friendly relaxation

THERE are some things you defi¬ 
nitely don’t need on holiday; an 
email from the office asking you to 
return urgently, a tummy bug or 
bad weather, particularly if you 
have children. 

But one peculiarly modern ailment is 
increasingly difficult to dodge - eco guilt. In 
particular the question “Am I wrecking the 
place for the locals who actually live here?” 

Our preoccupation with the planet and all 
things green means if you’re aware of conser¬ 
vation at home you can ruin your eco ‘street 
cred’ by leaving a huge carbon footprint in 
your holiday wake. 

Thankfully, there’s no need to restrict your¬ 
self and your family to a self-catering tent on 
a UK beach: a green wind of change is blowing 
through the world of luxury travel. It’s now 
possible to find resorts which are a fusion of 
eco-sensitivity, where you can relax confident 
your impact on the environment is minimal. 

Plenty awaits travellers to Thailand, now 
fully recovered from the tsunami and boasting 
new environmentally friendly destinations. 

One new eco-resort is on a tiny, unspoilt west 
coast island called Yao Noi - in English this 
means ‘little island’. At its heart, the new Six 
Senses Hideaway harmonises so well with its 
tropical surroundings that it is barely visible

from the private helicopter whisking you in 
over the Andaman Sea. 

This beautiful development has been 
painstakingly put together. Only wooden nails 
were used in its construction, villas are made 
from sustainable local timbers, and all fabrics 
are either organic cotton or linens. 

There are 56 spacious retreats - each with 
sun terrace and infinity pool - set in 24 acres 
of lush hillside, and the breathtaking views 
are a balm to the soul. 

Tension melts away as you gaze, perhaps 
while lounging in the master suite or soaking 


in a sunken bath, at Phang Nga Bay’s 
sparkling waters, which lap at the white sands 
of private beaches. 

The resort also sources pure water from 
underground wells and bans plastic bottles. 

What could be more indulgent than your pri¬ 
vate butler? There’s one per villa, serving 
champagne breakfast in bed as you watch the 
sunrise, or cocktails followed by a banquet on 
your candlelit deck in the evening. 

With some reluctance, I sailed away from my 
island hideaway, but my next stop, the 
Rayavadee, fulfilled my ‘green’ expectations 
too. This resort also prides itself on harmony 
with the environment and has won awards for 
its sensitive eco-conscious development. 

A short boat ride from Krabi, in Thailand’s 
southern province, the first sight of Rayavadee 
at the end of the mountainous peninsula is 
spectacular. It is fringed by three National 
Park beaches, and the accommodation - dou¬ 
ble storey rondavels (circular colonial-style vil¬ 
las) - is artfully tucked away amid this former 
coconut plantation. 

The resort is reminiscent of a Thai village, 
with meandering paths bordered by streams 
and swaying palms, and abundant flora and 
fauna nurtured by its own organically pro¬ 
duced fertiliser. Recycled water keeps the sur¬ 
roundings lush during the dry season. 

In Thailand I enjoyed privacy, peace and an 
escape from the world, but best of all, with a 
clear eco-conscience I could claim that the only 
footprint I left behind was on the white sand of 
the beaches.

Research shows a 
trend towards long 
term investment 

NEW research indicates the demand for 
five year fixed rate mortgages is increas¬ 
ing as buyers look for stability in a mar¬ 
ket which is growing increasingly uncer¬ 
tain. 

Research by Abbey uncovered the 
growing desire among buyers which has 
taken place over recent months. 

Director of Abbey Mortgages Nici 
Audhlam-Gardiner said the results 
showed people were “keener than ever” 
to obtain long term security when it 
comes to pm-chasing a home. 

Other companies who are active in the 
housing market say they uncovering 
similar findings. 

A survey by FairInvestment.co.uk dis¬ 
covered that 40 per cent of those who 
responded would be interested in a 25 
year fixed-rate deal on their properties. 

The findings come at a time when the 
Government is keen to regulate the 
housing market more and more. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Alistair 
Darling has expressed a wish to see 
longer term mortgage deals become 
more commonplace. 

First time buyers 
look to continent 

FIRST time buyers looking to get on the 
housing ladder are increasingly looking 
abroad for their first buy. 

This is a new trend according to indus¬ 
try analysts and is in contrast to the 
usual moves by UK investors to buy a 
second home in countries such as 
France, Spain or Portugal. 

The attraction in continental countries 
is the lower property prices - usually 
more associated with holiday homes 
than first time buys. 

In some cases the foreign homes are 
bought merely as an investment while 
their owners continue to rent in the UK. 

They are then either rented out them¬ 
selves to bring in cash or resold when 
the market becomes more buoyant. 

“People want to step on the ladder, but 
they are having to go overseas to do so,” 
said one industry analyst. 

Britain’s buyers have traditionally 
accounted for a large part of the Spanish 
housing market, which is in turn a sub¬ 
stantial part of the country’s economy. 


Share the load and 
you'll survive the 
market nightmare 


MOAT Housing 

Association’s sales and 
marketing director 
Marilyn DiCara tells us 
why HomeBuy pur¬ 
chasers can benefit from 
a tough housing and 
lending market: 

We are assaulted by almost 
daily reports of mortgage lenders 
closing for new lending or 
demanding ever larger deposits 
from house hunters. 

But in a tough housing and 
financial market, there are still 
areas of the market providing an 
excellent deal for both home buy¬ 
ers and lenders. 

The HomeBuy shared owner¬ 
ship schemes, where buyers pur¬ 
chase only part of the equity of a 
home, represent lower risk for 
both buyers and lenders. 

The issue of housing affordabili¬ 
ty has not gone away. While prices 
have stabilised, they are still 
extremely high by historic stan¬ 
dards. 

Ten times 

In many parts of London and 
the South East the average house 
price is more than ten times local 
income - well out of reach for 
most first time buyers. 

Even if prices drop by ten per 
cent, as some commentators think 
possible, homes will still not be 
affordable for large numbers of 
local people. 

In that context, products that 


make house buying cheaper and 
spread the risk should prices go 
down look incredibly attractive, 
and put people in a good position 
for when the market picks up 
again. 

Through HomeBuy, people can 
purchase anything from 50 to 85 
per cent of a property, with a 
housing association like Moat 
retaining the remaining share of 
the property. 

The buyer pays an interest 
charge of 1.75 per cent a year on 
the equity value retained by the 
housing association. 

When the property is sold, any 
gain or decline in value is shared 
in proportion to the equity shares 
owned by the two parties. 

On some new build properties it 
is possible to buy slightly lower 
percentages. The charge arrange¬ 
ments differ a little too, but broad¬ 
ly the scheme operates in a simi¬ 
lar way. 

HomeBuy is backed by govern¬ 
ment grants paid to the housing 
association to help subsidise the 
cost to the buyer, as part of the 
Government’s policy of helping to 
make house buying affordable for 
first time buyers and key work¬ 
ers.

It pays to look beyond the 
captivating Chevy's price 


NOT sure that Louis Chevrolet 
would have liked the little cars 
bearing his name. 

But the former racing driver and fan of big 
and powerful cars might have admired the 
butch new UK addition to the brand he 
founded in 1911 - the five/seven-seat Captiva 
SUV (sports utility vehicle). 

Though still a small player here, Chevrolet 
recorded one of 2007’s biggest gains in market 
share (27 per cent). 

The Captiva’s launch midway helped, typify¬ 
ing Chevy’s ‘more bangs for yer bucks’ market¬ 
ing and using a crazy £16,995 lead-in price, 
but this proves to be a two-wheel drive only, 
five-seater with asthmatic 134bhp 2.4-litre 
petrol engine that is best avoided, although it 
comes with alloys, air con and six-speaker 
sounds with controls on the steering wheel. 

The ‘real deal’ is the punchier 148bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesel, with 4x4, electronic 
stability and descent controls and more, but 
the price jumps three grand - even more for 
seven seats.

big Chevy for space and seven seats and the 
American ‘aura’ of the badge - despite adulter¬ 
ation by baby Chevrolets like the Matiz city 
car - has extra appeal, especially as the 
‘.. .drove my Chevy to the levee’ line from Don 
McLean’s American Pie resonates with the 
35-44 target age group. 

Having opted for diesel and seven seats, you 
then face a further £1,000 question - do I go 
for the optional auto box? 

Yes. The five-speed manual is not the slick¬ 
est, whereas the five-speed auto makes the big 
Captiva an effortless drive with a slick manu¬ 
al-select option if you wish. 

And you might, because 4x4 Captivas are 
capable of limited off-roading even if ride 
height is modest. The car is also quite nimble 
on-road without the degree of roll suggested 
by its size. Emissions and fuel consumption for 
the auto are a little high for our new greener 
era though. 

While relatively cheap for a big SUV seating 
up to seven, the cabin is durable and tasteful, 
with the generous stowage you find in US 
brands, a well-arranged dashboard, plus 
decent legroom for both rear rows of seats.
